Mr. Edwards had been presented by a lay pat- 
ron to the parish of Marnoch, which almost unan- 
imously rejected him. According to the Vote 
Act, the Presbytery of Strathhogie, to which the 
parish belonged, were forbidden to ordain him. 
Seven ministers, forming the majority of the Pres- 
bytery, proceeded to take initiatory steps for his or- 
dination, and were in consequence,suspended from 
their ministerial funetions by the standing Com- 
mission of the Assombly, which, during the inter- 
val of the annual meetings, exercises all the pow- 
et of the Assembly. The deeree of the Commis- 
sion was confirmed by the 


The civil power, 
sessions, sustained the suspended clergymen, and 
induced them to proceed to the trial of Mr. Ed- 
wards, and eventually to ordain him in due form. 
Our readers will recollect the effect upon the par- 
ishioners, who, after in vain protesting against the 
meagure, rose in a body and left the church.

The following is the unanimous Declaration of 
the Washington Temperance Society, which was 
read by the President during the exercises at the 
Centre Church, Monday, July 5th. 


The Unanimous Peciaration of the 
Washington Temperance Socicty. 


When, in the course of human events, it be- 
comes necessary for any class of people to dis- 
solve the bands in which they had previously been 
connected, and to assume among the inhabitants 
ofa Christian land, the independent and manly 
station to which the laws of nature and of nature’s 
God entitle them, a decent respect for the opin- 
ions of mankind, as well as a proper regard to 
their own character, requires that they should de- 
clare the causes which impel them to the separa- 
tion. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident :—that 
all men are created free and equal; that they are 
endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights ; that among these are life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. ‘That to secure these rights, 
certain moral and physical laws are established 
among men, designed for their best good ; that 
whenever any habit or appetite becomes destruc- 
tive of these ends, it is the right of those concern- 
ed to alter or to abolish it, and establish better hab- 
its, laying their foundation on such principles as 


shall be most likely to effect their safety and hap- | 


piness. Prudence, perhaps, will dictate that cus- 


toms long established should not be changed for | 


light and transient causes; and all experience has 
shown, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, 
while evils are sufferable, than to right themselves 
by abandoning habits to which they have been 
attached. But whena long train of abuses and 
usurpations, pursuing invariably the same object, 
evinces a tendency to reduce them under absolute 
despotism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw 
off such a yoke, and to provide new guards for 
their future security. Such has been our patient 
sufferance, and such is now the necessity which 
constrains us to alter our former habits, by shaking 
off the tyranny under which we have been bound. 
The history ofthat prince of wretchedness, Alco- 
hol, is a history of repeated injuries and usurpa- 
tions, all having a direct tendency to establish an 
absolute tyranny over both mind and body. To 
prove this, let facts be submitted to a candid com- 
munity. 

He has utterly overturned and reversed laws 
the most wholesome and necessary for the public 
and individual good. 

He has restrained our faculties from their pro- 
per exercise; nay, he has absolutely suspended 
their operations, and when so suspendad, he has 
laid some of us prostrate in the ditch. 

He has called together carousing assemblies at 
places unwholesome, uncomfortable, and distant 
from the bosom of our families, mainly for the 
purpose of bringing his victims under his com. 
plete control. 

He has dissolved the dearest ties of affection, 
repeatedly, and caused the basest and most de- 
grading associations to be formed. The mental 
powers have been almost annihilated; the body 
remaining, in the mean time exposed to filth and 
nakedness without, and tremors and convulsions 
from within. 

He has made our reason and judgment depen- 
dent on his will for the tenure of their office, and 
almost for their very existence. 

He has erected a multitude of offices, under va- 
rious deceptive titles, such as “houses of refresh- 
ment,” “refectories,” “traveller's homes,” and oth- 
er kindred appellations, occupied by swarms of 
harpies, to harrass us, and eat out our sabstance. 

He has kept among us, at all times, standing 
jugs, bottles, casks and hogsheads of rank poison. 

He has affected to render the animal appetites 
and passions independent of, and superior to, the 
mental faculties. 

He has, under various combinations, subjected 
us to a jurisdiction foreign to our constitutions, 
and wholly subversive of our health and comfort.
